REVIEW OF LABOR TROUBLES 
The National Industrial conference 


has made an elaborate survey of the 
labor situation of this country in ref- 
erence to strikes and their causes and 
has given out a very instructive re- 
port. 


This report shows that during the 


first six months following the entrance 
of the United States into the war, there 
were 283,400 men in idleness on strike, 
the total loss being 6,285,000 working 
days. 
This would be a very serious 


condition were it not already overcome 
inasmuch as it would mean a weak- 
ening of our power to wage war effec- 
tively. 
Nearly 
three-fifths 
of 
tlio 


strikes were in establishments where a 
majority of the strikers were members 
of labor unions and in many cases the 
strike -was declared in an effort to bar 
non-union men from employment on 
the same work with union men. 


Labor shortage has be™ an under- 


lying cause of strikes inasmuch as it 
gave those employed an independence 
in enforcing their demands knowing 
that their places could not be filled. 
The refusal of certain unions to allow 
the employment 
of apprentices pre- 


vented relief of this labor shortage by 
training new men. 
In reference to 


these disputes a state labor conciliator 
made this declaration which is grad- 
ually sinking into the minds of the 
people. 


"Tho 
United 
States 
government 


Should make no compromise with any 
man or body of men at this time. One 
union and one only .should be recog- 
nized, viz. the union of the United 
States of America. The energy of this 
nation must bccomo one unit, and de- 
voted without i^sorvatlon, to one Krund 
object, the winning of the war."

REDUCE PROFITS ON 


FEDERAL CONTRACTS 


WASHINGTON, March 
13.—A 
new 


and reduced scale of profit percentages 
has been put into effect in all govern- 
ment construction contracts for 191S, 
the contracts averag-Jng 1 per cent. 
better from the government's stand- 
point than the contracts of last year. 


Approximately 5300,000,000 worth of 


construction will be done for the war 
department this year under the di- 
rection of the emergency construction 
division of the war industries board, 
which yesterday made public the de- 
tails of its operations 
and 
of the 


changes made in contracts. ^ 


The program this year includes the 


building of six 
great 
terminal and 


storage areas at Atlantic coast ports. 


All contracts have been made under 


the cost and percentage arrangement 
with close supervision by government 
experts. The old maximum of 30 per 
cent, profit on contracts running up 
to $100.000 has been replaced by 7 per 
cent. In the new contracts, which fol- 
low a finely graded scale of G 1-2 per 
cent, between $100,000 and 
$500,,000. 6 


per cent, between $500,000 and $1,000,- 
000, to the minimum of 2 1-2 per cent 
on contracts of $10,000,000. 
The old 


contracts allowed S per cent, between 
$100,000. and ,$250.000, and then 7 per 
cent, up to $3,000,000. 


As the bulk of the contracts called 


for' expenditures varying- from $1,500,- 
000 to $30,000,000 the board deckled 
that the gradations of the old per- 
centages were not adjusted equitably. 


Both forms of contracts set a maxi- 


mum of §250,000 profit on any one con- 
tract. 
Tho now contracts limit profit 


on sub-contracts to 2 1-2 per cent, re- 
feardloss of the rate paid on the body 
of the .work.

REVIEW OF LABOR TROUBLES 
The National Industrial conference 


has made an elaborate survey of the 
labor situation of this country in ref- 
erence to strikes and their causes and 
has given out a very instructive re- 
port. 


This report shows that during the 


first six months following the entrance 
of the United States into the war, there 
were 283,400 men in idleness on strike, 
the total loss being 6.285,000 working 
days. 
This would be a very serious 


condition were it not already overcome 
inasmuch as it would mean a weak- 
ening of our power to wage war effec- 
tively. 
Nearly 
three-fifths 
of 
the 


strikes were in establishments where a 
majority of the strikers were members 
of labor unions and in many cases the 
strike was declared in an effort to bar 
non-union men from employment on 
the same work with union men. 


Labor shortage has been an tinder- 


lying cause of strikes inasmuch as it 
gave those employed an independence 
in enforcing their demands knowing 
that their places could not be filled. 
The refusal of certain unions to allow 
the employment of apprentices pre- 
vented relief of this labor shortage, by 
training new men. In reference to 
these disputes a state labor conciliator 
made'this declaration which is grad- 
ually sinking into the minds of the 
people.

should make no compromise with any 
man or bndy of men nt this time, One 
union and ono only should be recog- 
nized, viz. the union of the United 
States of America. Tho energy of this

REDUCE PROFITS ON 


FEDERAL CONTRACTS 


WASHINGTON, March 
13.—A 
new 


cl reduced scale, of profit percentages 


has been put into effect in all govern- 
ment construction contracts for 191S, 
the contracts averaging 1 per cent, 
better from the government's stand- 
point tJia.n the contracts of last year. 


Approximately 5300,000,000 worth of 


construction will be done for the war 
department this year under the di- 
rection of the emergency construction 
division of the 'war Industries board, 
which yesterday made public tho de- 
tails of its operations 
and 
of the 


changes made in contracts. 


The program this year includes the 


building of six 
great 
terminal and 


storage areas at Atlantic coast ports. 


All contracts have been made under 


the cost and percentage arrangement 
with close supervision by government 
experts. 
The old maximum of 10 per 


cent, 
profit on contracts running: up 


to $100,000 has been replaced by 7 per 
cent. In the new contracts, which fol- 
low a finely graded scale of 61-2 per 
cent, between SI00,000 and 
§500,000, 6 


per cent, between $500,000 and $1,000.- 
000, to Uie minimum of 2 1-2 per cent 
on con-tracts of 
$10,000,000. 
Tho old 


contracts allowed 8 per cent, between 
$100,000 and 
$250.000, and then 7 per 


cent, up to $3,000,000. 


As tho bulk of the contracts called 


for expenditures varying from $1,500,- 
000 to 
530.000,000 the board decided 


that the gradations of tho .old per- 
centages were not adjusted equitably. 


Both forms of contracts act a maxi- 


mum of $250,000 profit on any one con- 
tract. 
Tho new contracts limit profit 


on sub-contracts to 21-2 per cent, re- 
gardless of tho rate paid on tho hocly 
of tho work.
